the  Sr  informed  him,  he  had  that  morning  received  from  Sir  James

I  r^l^ted  to  hSm 
t  tie*  con  ver  fat  ion  that  had  paflcd  between  yourfelf  and  me,  at  our  laft  meet- 
ing. He  laid.  Lord  Chatham  was  one  of  the  very  few  he  had  ever  adlcd 
with  in  Adminiftration,  who  had  fliewn  great  honefty  and  generofity  of 
fcntimenr,  with  a  finccre.cpndu(^,  and  jntfOPPn  for  the  King's  and  the 
public  welfare. 

*'  That  as  for  himfelf,  be  faid,  he  had  no  connexion  with  any  one  in  Ad- 
minillration  j  that  he  had  not  the  lead  diftant  friendfhip  with  Lord  North, 
or  he  fliould  certainly' advifc  him,  by  all  means,  to  aim  at  gaining  Lord 
Chatham  over  to  the  King's  fervice  and   confidence ;  and,  faid  he,  you 
may  tell  your  friend.  Dr.  Addington,  to  aflfure  Lord  Chatham,  that  if  he 
fliould  think  proper  to  take  an  aftive  part  in  Adminiftration,  he  (hall  have 
my  tttod  hearty  concurrence,  and  fincere  good  wifhes  -,  and  you  have  my 
full  leave  to  communicate  all  my  fentiments  on  this  fubjeft  to  your  friend. 
He  continued  faying  many  very  refpeftful  things  of  Lord  Chatham,  adding, 
had  we  not  unfortunately  difagreed  about  the  laft  peace,  I  am  fure  he  and 
I  fliould  have  continued  fuch  fteady  friends,  that  this  country  never  would 
have  experienced  her  prefent  fcvere  misfortunes.     He  alfo  faid,  the  prior 
part  of  Lord  ChathamS   laft  fpecch,  was   manly  and  conllitut.onal,  and 
could  not  but  mduce  every  one,  a  well-wiflier  to  his  country,  to  wilh  to 
fee  him  again  take  a  part  in  the  government  of  the  King's  affairs,  which 
would  be  a  happincfs  for  the  whole  empire.    He  continued  faying,  perhaps 
we  have  men  of  abilities  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  but  thofe  in  Adminiftration 
(except  Lord  Suffolk,  who  is  ufually  ill  half  the  year)  are  none  of  them 
fufficiently  fcrious,  or  attentive  enough  to  the  bufinefs  of  the  nation,  which 
is  now  of  fo  much  confequence,  as  not  to  be  neglefted  in  the  leaft  degree. 
He  therefore  could  not  fay  he  had  a  good  opinion  of  their  condud.     He 
alfo  faid,  in  the  courfe  of  the  converfation,  that  nothing  but  the  moft  im- 
minent danger  to  this  country,  ftiou!d  induce  him  to  take  a  part  in  the 
Government  of  it,  ujilefs  in  conjundion  with  an  upright  and  able  Admi- 
niftration. *  ■ 

»*  Much  more  was  faid,  but  of  lefs  moment;  however,  all  tended  to  con- 
vince me,  that  there  are  not  two  other  men  in  the  kingdom  more  faithfully 
inclined  to  the, good,  and  fafety  of  our  prefent  diftradcd  nation,  than  our 
two  noble  friend?.,"

It  appears  from  Dr.  Addington's  Narrative,  (c)  that  the  Doftor  then  pro. 
cceded  to  inform  Lord  Chatham  -of  the  fubftance  of  thofe  parts  of  the  conver- 
fation  which  had  paffed  between  him  and  Sir  James  Wright,  which  arc  not 
recited  in  Sir  James's  letter  of  Feb.  2d,  No.  I.  .  ^  . 

The  account  of  this,  as  well  as  what  pafled  at  that  time,  in  convcrlatiorj 
between  Lord  Chatham  and  Dr.  Addington,  and  particularly  Lord 
Chatham's  declaration,  "  that  it  was  impofliblc  for  him  to  lerve  the  King  and

On  the  7th  of  February,  Dr.  Addington  fentthe  following  letter  to  ^JajfC^,;

As  f^r 
as  I  could  learn,  all  parties  would  be  pleafed  with  your  Lordfhip  and 
Lord  Camden,  and  that  no  objeftion  was  likely  to  be  made  to  more  than 
one  of  your  Lord(hii>*s  friends.  Sir  James  Wright  afked  what  was  meant 
by  the  words  ♦*  real  change  "  I  thought  they  wanted  no  explanation.  He 
thought  they  included  his  friend,  as  well  as  the  Miniftry,  and  wilhed  that 
your  Lordfbip  and  his  friend  could  have  an  interview,  but  gave  me  no 
commiffion  to  mentic»n  his  wilhcs.     He  only  added,  that  he  really  believed 
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it  WAS  in  the  power  of  your  Lordfhip  and  his  friend  to  fave  the  nation  t  t 
only  added  that  I  believed  the  King  and  your  Lordftiip  could  favc  the 
nation,  and  that  his  friend  might  be  inftrumental  to  its  falvation,  bv  turn- 
ing  the  Royal  mind  from  paft  errors.

The  Doftor  received  it  February  3d  before  nine  in  the  mornings  and  fet  out 
dircdtly  for  Hayes.     He  read  the  letter  to  Lord  Chatham^,  who  was  very  at- 
tentive^ fiiljl  in  a  few  minutes  afterwards  diftated  this  anfwer.,   (Yide  No.  II. 
in  the  preceding  account.)    (c)  As  foon  as  Dr.  Addinglon  had  writ  and  read 
to,  Lord  Chatham  the-avQy?  anfwer,  he  communicated  to  Lord  Qiatham 
what  Sir  James  Wright  had  tokJ  Jiim  ^pf  the  readinefs  of  Lord  Bute  to  be 
Secretary  of  State  in  thp  place  of  Lwd  Wcynaa«t'»-     W»  feemed  to  think-  it 
ftrtoge.     "  Indeed,"  faid  he,  "  did  Sir  James  Wright  teii  you  fo  ?"     "  He 
certainly  told  me  fo."— .After  this,  he  afked  Lord  Chatham,  whether  he  had 
any  objcdlion  to  coming  in  with  Lord  Bute  or  Lord  North  ?  He  lifted  up  his^. 
hands,  and  faid.  "  It  was  impoffible  foi  him  to  ferve  the  King  and  Country 
»*  with  either  of  them  j  and  if  any  one  aflcs  you  about  it,  I  defire  you  to 

}?«>  bear  witnefs  that  you  heard  me  fay  fo."     He  repeated  the  fame  words  juft 

va»  the  Doftor  was  leaving  him. 

f'r  Sir  James  continued  at  JRay  Houfe  till  February  5th  or  6th.     He  called  ftp  >. 

;tkeDodtor  in  the.  morning  of  the  6th,  and  took  a  correft  copy  of  Lord 

iGhatham'sraiifwer,  dated  February  3d.     Upon  reading  it,  he  afked  what  was 

■  meant  by  the  word^,. "  real  change."  It  looks,  faid  he,  as  if  they  included 
Lord  Bute  as  well  as  the  Miniftry,  and  as  if  Lord  Chatham  thought  Lord 
Bute  was  concerned  in  public  affairs.  I  can  aflure  you,  he  has  nothing  to  do 
with  them,  and  has  not  feen  the  King  thefe  two  years.  If  Lord  Chatham 
has  a  mioj^to  undca-t^ke  t^e  dircftion  of  pujjlic  effairs„  there  will  be  no  ob- 

]t€t\os\  to  bis  having  the  afliftan^e  of  Lord  Camden }  but  there  are  fome  he 
might  chvJfe  who  couid  opt  be  admitted.  Si;:  James  faid,  he  was  to  wait  on 
Loid  Bute  at  one  that  dayj,an4  wjOuIcI  fend  the  Doftor  an- anfwer  to  Lord 
Chatham's  paper  between  two  and' three,,  if.  Loid  Bute  fliould  chufe  to  gii^e 
any.  But  a  misfortune  happening  in  Lord  .Bute's  family,  no  anfwer  was  fent 
till  February  8ih  in  .fb«. morning.  On  the  7th  of  February,  a  fervant  of 
Lord  Chatham's  came,  to  town,  by  w^om  Dr.  Addington  fcnt'aUtter  to

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Hayes  at  two.  o'clock,  giving  Lord  Chatham  an  account  of  the  above-men- 
tioned converfation  with  Sir  James  Wright  on  the  6ch.     On  the  evening  of 
the  7th,  his  Lordfliip  wrote  the  following  anfwfr,  which  the  Do6tor  received; 
the  next  morning.     (Vide  No.  III.  and  No.  IV.  infcrted  in  the  preceding 
account.) 

On  the  8th  of  February,  foon  after  Lord  Chatham's  letter  arrived,-  the 
Doftor  received  that  letter  from  Sir  James,  which  had  been  expefted  from 
February  6th.  (Vide  No,  VI.  in^the  preceding  account.  It  is  dated  February 
7th,  and  contains  Lord  Bute's  anfwer  to  Lord  Chatham's  paper  of  February 
ad.  The  Doftor  lent  it  immediately  to  Hayes,  and  had  the  next  morning 
the  following  anfwer  written  by  Lady  Chatham,  dated  February  9th.  (Vide 
No.  VII.  in  .the  preceding  account.)  The  Dodor  communicated  to  Sir  James 
Wright  this  letter  from  Lady  Chatham,  and  alfo  the  latter  part  of  that  frorai 
Lord  Chatham  as  foon  as  he  could,  and  fo  the  affair  ended .^ 

(h)  P.  S.  In  Sir  James  Wright's  letter  of,  February  2d,  there  are.  the 
following  words  1  told  Lord  Bute* that'  a  'friend  of  mint  had  hinted- to 
**  me,  that  he  thought  Lord  Chatham  had  a  high  opinion  of  his  Lordftiip's 
"^honour,  as  well  as  his;  fi*tcerfe  good  wifhes  for  the  public  fafety."  Aftejr 
reading  thefe  words  to  Lord  Chatham,  the  Doftor  could  not  but  take  notice- 
that  Sir  Jam«t  l"vd  tnJftAkvn  him,  iDr  all.he  laid  was,  ihac  he  thought  Lord 
Chatham  had  no  difrtfpeft  for  Lord  ♦Bute,  &c.  as  is  ftated  above.  •  « 
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
